Walker is directed to determining whether billing items on an account holder's billing 
statement satisfy any merchant-specified upsell offer conditions (Walker: abstract). If 
one or more of the conditions are met, an upsell is offered to the account holder by 
printing the upsell onto the billing statement of the account holder. 

Walker neither anticipates nor fairly and reasonably teaches methods, systems, 
and computer for managing purchasing data, inter alia, comprising: creating a data 
structure to store received purchasing data, including creating a first data structure for 
entity-level purchasing data and creating a second data structure for group-level 
purchasing data related to the purchasing group. Walker does not suggest any "group- 
level purchasing," much less "...creating a second data structure for group-level 
purchasing data related to the purchasing group.
